Origin of Nowapapwa. 


Who thought of the newnwber 


first? It seems to, have had its birth 
in > that land of. vivid gesture nnd 
grave gossip, Italy, and the first pa- 
per of wbiua we have any reoord was 
a monthly, published in Venice by 
order of the'Government, in nmnu- 
Roript, as printing bad not thnn been 
invented. It was called -a Ocuetta, 
which word is derived of Gatzera, 
the name of a magpie or chatter. In 
the Magliabeohian Library, at Flor- 
ence, are now to be seen thirty vol- 
umes of Venetian gazettes in manu- 
script, tho lout of'which is dated'in 
the sixteenth century. The Venetian 
conservatives clung to their script 
after printing was an accomplished 
fact. 


The epooh of Spanish Armada; in 


England'was the epooh of the first 
English newspaper. In the British 
Museum arn preserved several news- 
papers which were printed in 1680, 
while the Spanish fleet lay in the 
British channel. 
The enrlinst of 


these is entitled, the Englinh Marourit, 
which by authority "Was imprinted 
in London by her Highness' printer, 
1588."
